to Serve Another Term. 


DISOUSSIOlff

Likely to Recommend a flS,OO*,000

Washington, Nov. 14.—President Mc- 


Ktnley has announced clearly and force- 
fully to the members of his cabinet his 
desire that they should all remain with 
him during the four years of his coining 
administration. His wishes were made 
known in an »-ctended speech at the 
cabinet meeting to the White House yes- 
terday. Responses were made by all of 
the members present, and while there 
\\-cre no definite pledges from any of 
them that they would accept the port- 
folios thus tendered there was, on tho 
other hand, no definite declination. 


The proceeding sets forth the wishes 


of the president in the matter and re- 
lieves the members of the cabinet of the 
customary obligation of tendering their 
resignations at the end of the term unless 
they have made an irrevocable decision 
that it will be impossible for them to 
continue in office. It also sets at rest all 
speculation and slate-making of the coun- 
try's political prophets, for it is under- 
stood generally that there is but one 
doubtful factor in the homogeneity of the 
present cabinet. That factor is Attorney 
General GrigRs, as he holds his present 
position at a great financial sacrifice. 
Still, Mr. Griggs replied in terms of 
warm appreciation to the complimentary 
remarks of the president and voiced no 
intention of retiring from his present po- 
sition. 


This is not the first time that the pres- 


ident has expressed to the members of 
the cabinet his pleasure at the support 
they had Riven him. lie said as much in 
a general way al the last cabinet mcct- 
intr, when the members, several of whom 
hud been away on the political campaign, 
got together fur the first tiim- and con- 
gratulated him upon the outcome of tin- 
election. 
The president evidently had 


pn-paix'd for the occasion and in his u<l- 
drcss reviewed the work of the adminis- 
tration in the past four years—four of the 
most exciting years the country has 
known in three decades. 


President I'rnliicH Cabinet. 


It was rather a surprise even to the 


cabinet members themselves to note how 
accurately tho president had fixed in his 
memory the t>t-quencc of event* and Imw 
calmly he relinquished the perMinal credit 
for sticccsHl'iil strokes of policy or pru- 
('.pnce and attributed the honor to tin; 
member of his ulficiiil family in whose im- 
mediate department the matter in que-.- 
tion hail arisen.

New York, You do not believo itf Wo 
won't argue that now. At the end of the 
fourth Jay I was without food. I had a 
sonwition of coldness in the body, although 
it was midsummer. This sensation was 
followed by dull pain, afterward acute, in 
the pit of the stomach. It was unlike any 
pain I had ever experienced. It culminat- 
ed in what I can describe only as the sink- 
ing sensation, which has been described 
by those who have come upon a great ca- 
lamity, or has been experienced when in a 
dream a person totters on a projection 
cncrhanginK an abyss. 
Then camo the 


sensation of thirst and my inability to 
slake that thirst.

Xincty-three per cent of tho weight of fat 
dis,:p] ears; of thy blood, 75 per cent; of 
the hplu-n, 71; of tho liver, 02; of tho 
heart, 41, of the bow els and musclo«, 42; 
of the bones, 10; of the eye, 10; of the 
skin, 33; of tho lungp, 22. Of tno nervous 
system only 2 per cent is wasted.' 


"From this he concluded that, in starv-

Kuondi'ntF. As wo have often remarked 
ill correction with several matters other 
U);:ri hor.io breaking and training, cures 
aro Lot effected by the system, but by tho 
man. It ii, as rncst persons with a prac- 
tical knowledge of horses know, almost 
useless to give any minute directions for 
vhe cure of somo particular Lad habit, un- 
less it bo some mechanical ruuedy which 
works itself and needs no skill on tho part 
of the owner. In the first place, a remedy 
which succeeds in the hands of ouo person 
is*atlQudcd with f&Hiac when put into 
rSBctice by somo ouo else; while secondly, 
:i remedy which succeeds with ono horse 
works BO good rcpr.lt on another, though 
tried ly tho same operator. Those with a 
lengthened experience of the rougher sido 
of horse nature aro perfectly aware of the 
fact that they cannot apply, with any 
chance oi' fueecss, some cut and dried rule 
to meet all cases, and that, though hudden 
e'Gi.icrsfons aro not unknown either in or 
ort of the stable, a considerable amount 
of time is usually required to bring about 
a cure. 
To be able to ascertain what 


brought on the bad habit coniplah'icl of is 
to bo half way toward getting rid of it. 
but somo peculiarities thero are which 
cannot bo accounted for. 


For most \icos and bad habits thero is a 


reason (ould \ve but find it out, and it fre; 
qucntly happens that a horso which leaves 
the breaker's hands in a docile state con- 
tracts bad habits through some \\ant, of 
knowledge or skill on tho puitof those 
who subsequently use him. 
When Mr. 


Braidwood, the head of tho London lire 
Lrigade, was buried after losing his lifo at 
tho Tocley etrcct fire, tho coffin was borne 
upon a fire engine drawn by the horses 
which had worked in fire engines, and con- 
siderable difficulty was experienced in in- 
ducing them to settle down bo a foot's 
pace. Their memory told them—memory 
is a horse's strong point—that thoy wero 
hurriedly attached to the engine, and that 
almost before the last link or bucklo was 
fastened they were off as hard as they 
could go, though when they reached tho 
scene of n conflagration they \\ ould stand 
like- images, undisturbed by the gl.ire, tho 
crowd or tho noiso of pumping. Now, 
many horses aro made* impelruus starters 
in a week or so by their owners, who may 
perhaps have a train to catch, cutting 
things too fine. They postpone their de- 
parture till tho last minute, jump in in a 
hurry, and ut onco start the horse off at 
best pace. It does not taku a horse very 
long to connect being drawn up at tho 
front door with a hasty departure.

Ductile Iron. 


The growing introduction of ductile iron 


Is pointed out by a writer in Kngincering 
as an important feature in the mechanical 
world. Its tensile strength is represented 
to bo 611,000 pounds andmoro to the sqxioro 
inch, and after being heated to a dull ral 
and plunged in to cold water it can be filed 
easily, showing that it takes no tpmpcr. 
Specimens are mentioned which hav6 had 
portions heated and drawn out under tho 
hammer after being twisted cold, without 
fracture, and in another case a heavy 
chain, the Hnka of which were cast open, 
then joined and welded without the use of 
(lux; also valve stems, crank shafts and 
other similar pieces, finished to pattern 
in a lathe and exhibiting surfaces without 
a blow hole. Intricate castings, too, woro 
reproduced regularly without failure, 
while, as is well known, a not inconsider- 
able percentage of loss has attended oth- 
er methods for tho productiou of very 
strong castings.

Shocks Portsmouth's Catholics. 


The news of the very sad death of Fr 


John £. Barry of Concord, who wa» 
killed in Now York by a trolley car, 
wasrecpnel iu Portsmouth with tl.e 
deepest regret by all. 
Fr. Barry was a 


frequent visitor to this cttj and virus in- 
timately acquainted with the liev. Fr. 
O'Callaghao, who was with him at the 
lime of the terrible accident 


The death of Fr. Bany is a distinct 


loss to the state, for he •was a broad 
miuded, pat do tic citizen, to whom his 
city is most deeply indebted and the 
profound grief is felt among all classes 
! and among those of all religious faiths. 


Ft Barry was born in Eastport, Me, 


Aug. 11, 1836. He was educated in tbe 
Academy of St. John in New Brniw 
wick, at Holy Cro~s college and the 
Montreal Seminary, He was ordained 
to the priebthoDd at Portland in 1861, 
and went to Concord as resident pastor 
the following year. 


From tbe time of Bi«hop BacOv's 


death in I87i until June, 1S75 FutLer 
Barry administered the affairs of tbe 
diocese of Portland, and until BishoD 
Heuley was appointed. 
The title oi 


vicar general was bestowed upon him 
after his temporaly acting bisht pric in 
Maine, when Bifhop Healey was conse- 
crated as tbe 
successor of Bishop 


Bacon. His silver jubilee of consecra- 
tion was celebrated July 2, 1689, in 
Joncon?. 
Pontificiil high mass was 


hung on this occasion by Archbishop 
Williams of Boston. Fr. Barry, received, 
as a gift from his loving people at this 
time, a puise of 551200 in gold. 


'Ihe deceased was an American citizen 


iu every fibre, antt manifested much in- 
terest in public affairs. 
He was for a 


number of years u member of the Con- 
cord school boarJ, was three times ap- 
pointed a trustee of the Now Hampshire 
A«ylum for the Insane, and was prom- 
inent in the advancement of the inter- 
os-lB ol the New Hampshire uistorioal 
Bociety. He was the first Catholic priest 
to minister to unfortunates at the state 
pnaon.

brokers, Goes Under. 


BTJMOES OP LA.EGE DEFALCATION 


THE EARTH'S INTERIOR. 


A Theory That It la 'Solid Except In Small 


Spaces. 


Until very recent years tho fact Jsad 


hardly been questioned that by far tho 
greater part o£ tho earth's interior was in 
tho condition of u fluid or molten mass, 
tho volrauio manifestations exhibited at 
the surface, *tho rapid rise of temperature 
that is found as v*o proceed from the ex- 
terior to the interior and other considera- 
tions pointing almost irresistibly to such a 
conchiMuu. 


Indeed, a common belief was that all 


that was solid centered in u crust of somo 
hall mile in thickness, flouting on tho flery 
magma of tho interior. 


At tho present time, after the brilliant 


jiuthun::iliciil expositions of Sir William 
Thomson (Lord Kelvin), of 
Professor 


George Darwin, of Professor Simon New- 
comb und of Mr. Hmlaki, this doctrine of 
terrestrial fluidity is hardly longer taught. 
A few there are who yet linger with tho 
old theory, but the great m«ss of educators 
and their pupils have settled down to tho 
comfortable conviction that our planet is 
as bolid or rigid as a ball of gJuss or steel 
,—in fact twice as rigid, according to tho 
detenuinntions of Mi1. Kudski. 


Th(> doctrine of solidity does not, how- 


ever, involve the assumption of equal but 
of average rigidity. 
Again, it is not im- 


plied that because the earth is virtually 
solid to the core local areas of liquidity or 
fluidity do not exist. 


It is upon those pockets or areas of mo- 


tion material, theoretically usjumcd to ox- 
it, thtit tho geologist largely relics to har- 
monize his facts concerning earth move- 
ments, etc., with those of tho mathematic- 
al physicist. They arc to tho entire mass 
of tho earth what tho air spaces a.re to a 
block of ice.—Boston Globe.

On 
the Stock Exchange the idea of a defal- 
cation was ridiculed, and veiy feu niem- 
beis belie\ed that theie -«as .my tiuth in 
it, the assignment being generally tittrib 
uted to the ordinary entanglements of a 
"bear" house in a strong "bull" nmiki'l. 
It was said in Wall btieet yes>leiday that 
the linn of Grant Bros, had beeu penit- 
ent beais for several months. 


The assignment bocuine know n through 


a peculiar channel, the couiitj cleik's of- 
fioe, and it is the first for wioinl yeais 
at least that has become public in that 
v»ay. 


The- firm of Grant Bros, is composed 


of Charles P. Grant and Frederic Giant, 
who live at 198 Columbia Heights, lioi- 
ough of Brooklyn, and of John K. Van 
Sickle. It was organized on Hay 11, 
1895, when Charles F. Grunt became a 
member of the Stock Exchange. Van 
Sickle's interest in the film wafe believed 
to be $40,000. 


One noteworthy fact yesterday was 


that to the assignment pa pets the names 
of Charles If. nud Fredeiic Grant alone 
were signed, Van Sickle's signature be- 
ing mife&iug. The firm had no outstanding 
accounts on the Exchange, and when tlu» 
announcement was made then- was only 
a momentary astonishment, the market 
not being affected.

gest casting ever made in this country 
was run into the molds yesterday at a 
local foundry.

Twenty-five' or more years ago, when 


Art was not spelled with a capital letter, 
no self respecting citizen would have ven- 
tured to invite bis friends into a "parlor" 
not adorned with specimens of the alleg- 
ed art of more or less incompetent steel 
engravers. 
"Tho Pilgrim's Progress," 


The Guardian? Angel," diminutive and 
irritating children offering loaves of 
bread to preposterously grateful and rag- 
ged "poor"—such works of art as these 
adorned the walls of 99 out of e\ ery 100 
houses. It was depressing from an artis- 
tic point of view, but this feeble imita- 
tion testified to the supremacy of the no- 
ble art of steel engraving, of which the 
masters were an inspired few. The en- 
graved atrocities have vanished from the 
wails, and along with them the truly 
beautiful specimens of the art have 
grown, to be less and less highly piized, 
except by the connoisseur. Steel engrav- 
ing has come to be one of the los.t arts. 
In a few years all its followers will have 
passed away, and the gopd engravings 
now extant will even more distinctly be- 
come merely interesting subjects for the 
collector rather than lor the adtniiatiou 
of the many. 


Steel engravers have not yet found 


their occupation gone entiicly. The old 
men who once engraved pictures of ambi- 
tious size and scope now toil—such of 
them as are left—over tho details of 
bauk notes. It is the one living branch of 
steel engraving, one worthy enough in its 
way, 
for the work is beautiful, but one 


which will never win the- admiration once 
showered on huge copies of great pic- 
tures. To the general public the figure 
rather than the design of a bank note is 
of importauce, and few stop to note the 
delicacy of the lines, the grace of the 
composition, all engraved, \ ery likely, 
with loving care by some old man whose 
pride in his art remains, although the 
glory of it has gone forever. 


This branch of engraving has reached 


a higher de\elopmeut in Auieiica than 
anywhere else. The delicacy of the work 
is sometimes extreme?^nfl gives an idea 
of the ktauditig of the artist in thu days 
when his skill was put to higher uses. 
The ol«l inon are growing fewer e\eiy 
year. For the special profusion of bank- 
note engraving young men ate being 
trained to take their places, but for tho 
broader woik. as it used to bo can led on 
theie will be no succesbors. The old en- 
gravers are the last of itieir ancient 
guild, and with them the art of steel eu- 
graving as it relates to laige pictuies 
will die. 


But, narrow as is their field, it is inter- 


esting to find that these old artists recog- 
nize one another's work by the minute 
details of the bank note or stock certifi- 
cate. 
Much of it is done by geometiic 


lathe in the hands of apprentices, but the 
touch of the true artist is perceptible to 
his brother, just as it is possible1 to de- 
tect in a moment the style of n paintei. 


There is always infinite, pathos about 


the idua of the woild's losing anything 
beautiful it once possessed. It doo» not 
matter whether or not there has come 
something to take its place—the sadness 
is there. 
As a matter of fact steel en- 


graving has passed away because some- 
thing as [satisfactory and far cheaper 
has 
been discovered. 
Photography is 


a good enough subbtitute for the inferior 
work which was so familiar n quaiter of 
a century ago. 
The uge for etching 


also helped to overthrow steel engrav- 
ing from its position of scent ity. but thu 
downfall was brought about chiefly by 
the invention of photography. The plates 
engraved by really good woi-Ueis co.st a 
large sum of money and an amuunt of 
time disproportionate even to the high 
price. Muller spent six yeais in peitect- 
ing bis "Sistine Madonna," aud the pi ice 
paid for it rewarded his time at a loss 
rate than that of an ordinary dry goods 
clerk of today. 


Such woiks were, indeed, a labor of 


love, and to them there attached a senti- 
meutal interest that can nu\er cling 
around the photograph which has dtiven 
the engraving from the field. An ordina- 
ry photographer—that is, a man with no 
special artistic inspiration—can produce 
the beautiful work which hangs in the 
place of those once honored copies of 
great pictuics. Of course, steel engrav- 
ings are still bought aud sold and still 
hang in the houses of artistic people, but 
those who buy arcin/Ahe main collectors. 
The general public no longer looks at the 
old time favorites. To take up some vol- 
ume of a good nrt journal of Ii3 years ago 
and compare it with receut issues is to 
meet a forcible reminder1 of the way in 
which taste has changed. A quarter of a 
century ago the pages of such volumes 
were filled with steel engravings and 
nothing else, while now dabbing color ef- 
fects, da.'iug "studies" in charcoal, fill 
page after page. 


Thu position in the art world of the 


great engravers is quite beyond dispute. 
Theio is no question of whether or not 
there is general interest iu their mauuer 
of work. 


The value of their engravings is fixed, 


and their service to the world is beyond 
question. Were it not for Morghen we 
might have had no idea of the beauty of 
Leonardo d.a Vinci's "Last Supper." The 
true spirit of art has been nobly preserv- 
ed by such engravers and their followers, 
and there is about their work a charm 
which fashion cannot affect. 


But these works are too high priced for 


tlie public to know much of them, and"ev- 
cry year will increase their vnlue. For 
an engraving, if it Is to'be perfect,'must 
be printfed at the fl«£ 'the pinto is made. 
Copies ma<3e after many years are, from 
the point of uev of the connoisseur, 
worthless. Again, 'many plates have been 
retouched by some clumsy hand and thus 
ruined, or worse than ruined, since they 
still exist to give a false impression of 
tbi» work or a" true artist The engrav- 
ings for which art lovers seek must be 
those made at the time of the making of 
the plate. Since there are no more en 
gravers and the work of the masters is 
in the couisc of nature becoming more 
prrifthnble with eveiy year, one may ob 
tain nn idea of tho value to the artist of 
these few great works.—-New York Trib- 
une.

O'CONNELL'S EARLY AOWS. 


A Couple of Sampled That Ended In 


a Laughable Manner. 


Early in his career at the bar O'Con- 


neU was counsel at the Kerry assizes in 
an action against a relative named Mr. 
Siggersou, and, having occasion to refer 
to that person in somev.'hot strong terms 
in his speech to the jury, Siggerson 
jumped up in court and called him "a 
purse proud blockhead." 


O'Connell said: "In the first place, I 


have got no purse to be proud of. and, 
secondly, kf I be a blockhead, it is tho 
better for you, as I am counsel against 
you. 
However, just to save you the 


trouble of saying so again, I'll administer 
a falight rebuke," whereupon he struck 
Siggeison soundly on the bnck with n 
cane which the tipstaff accommodatingly 
lent him for the purpose. 


That evening Siggerson sent him a 


challenge, but next morning he wiote 
stating he had discovered that O'Con- 
nell's life was inserted in a very valuable 
lease ot a portion of his landu. "Uuiler 
those circumstances,'" he continued, ''I 
cannot affoid to bhoot you unless, as a 
precautionary measuie, you tirst insuie 
your life for my benefit. If you do, then 
beigh for powder and ball. 
I'm your 


man." 


The other case had un ending almost as 


ludicrously absurd. It also arose out of 
a lawsuit and affords us yet another curi- 
ous glimpse of that arena—the Irish 
courts of law—in which O'Connell hnd at 
the time of which I write already won 
fame and fortune. In the August of 1813 
O'Connell, appearing in n case tried at 
Limoiick, interrupted his learned friend. 
Counselor Maurice Magrath, \\ho was 
engaged on the other side, by exclaiming, 
"That's a lie, Maurice!" to which Ma- 
grath implied by Hinging the volume of 
the statutes fiom which be was quoting 
at O'Connell's head and then kicking him 
on the shins. 


O'Connell sent a challenge, which of 


course Magrath accepted. A refusal to 
fight when challenged in those days lod 


> one inevitable conclusion—that it was 
ue to cowaulicc. 
On the old windmill 


ield outside the city—the scene of many 
n nflfair of honor—O'Connell, as be stood 


ore his opponent awaiting the signal 


:o fire, exclaimed with deep emotion. 
Now I am going to fire at my dearest 
nd best friend." The duel was stopped, 
nd the seconds after a long discussion 
arrived at an amicable settlement. 
It 


was arranged that the two combatants 
ihould again face each other, loaded pis- 
:oh in hand, and" each declare aloud his 
•cgiet for what had occurred. After this 
iomewhat comic episode O'Connell and 
Vlagrath uarmly shook bands amid the 
acclamation of those present and return- 
id to Limerick iu the same carriage.—
